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Applicant's arguments filed 5/23/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

I. Rejection of claims 1,3,5,6,10,12,14,16,17 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Nelson on record will be maintained. 

Applicant argues that Nelson does not teach the limitation that the administration of 
arachidonamide would inhibit anandamide transport. However, examiner maintains that the 
limitation is inherent in Nelson since Nelson teaches the administration of arachidonamide to 
humans. 

II. Double Patenting rejection on record will not be maintained in light of amendment 
filed 5/23/02. Applicant is correct in that the invention of the instant application and prior art is 
distinct.
